It is felt this toplo oan be introduced in a discreet Banner with AHCAP-

2) It Is estimated that ABCAPELIN/1 ' s practical effort and 
productivity for MB/LCIMPRGVB reached its peak about one year ago and, 
in elfeot, during the past 12 years ABCAPEUHA, to all intent and pur- 
poses, has exhausted the field of operational reporting on the Ukrainian 
emigre' so one. In view of this, we intended to turn ABCAPELIN A ' 3 talents 
from a passive reporting role Into a more active general operational 
role. We discussed this change with him and he began carrying out his 
new assignments • One example of this was his participation in the E 

J case. However, his interest appeared to deteriorate, probably since 
ne felt he would be transferred Into more fertile territory (this is dis- 
missed at some length in BGMA-36155 ) . >6 did not press ABCAFELINA to 
undertake a mare aggressive approach when we learned of KDFIRE's decis- 
ion to terminate or transfer him from Munich, but permitted him to con- 
tinue In his reporting role* As evidenced by progress reports since 
early 1958, AJ9CAPZLIN/1 has continued his stream of reporting* However, 
from the viewpoint of PC's current Interests (l.e., de emphasis of emigre' 
operations), such reporting has had, and will continue to have, limited 
value* It must be noted that our aim Is not to belittle ABCAFSLDlA's 
talent but to view him objectively and accurately assess his value to our 
ourrent and future LC IMPROVE effort.
